Last year we had morenoise in Washington 
while staid old Alexandria went wild in a 
fantastic and military reception, winding up 
with a speech from Frank Hand, in the most 
affecting part of which the platform fell 
through with President Hayes on it. Fora 
moment all was terror, but then the presiden- 
tial head popped out from the debris with the 
assurance that all was well with the presiden- 
tial bones. 

To-day is dull and sleepy. Added to the 
sense of stupidity is the consciousness that 
lent has come in the leaden clouds of this 
morning after the gay frivolities of last night. 

The city was then ablaze with social ex- 
citement. From a hundred parlors gleamed 
the lights that fell on beauty, and out into 
the quiet night came the laughter fresh from 
happy hearts. Pleasure claimed it asa last 
night, and so held undisputed sway until the 
streak of the solemn morning had nearly 
shot across the grey clouds. Now all is sub- 
dued. The rush of pleature has left the old 
touch of regret. The young men don’t feel 
bright, and lack for nervines. The young 
girls, as they straighten out the finery flung 
in last night’s hurry into chaos, are not 
quite as light at heart as they were 
then. And many aone, as she gazes on the 
faded flowers of last night’s dazzling array, 

wonders if all the pleasures of life thus bloom 
smile for a moment and die.

THE DAY'S SURPRISES. 

Mr. Conkling’s nomination for the su- 
preme bench was a surprise to every one at 
the capitol to-day except a very few senators, 
who had recently received an intimation of | 
it from the president, but who kept the secret 
inviolable. It is this afternoon an absorbing 
topic of comment. There seems to bé 
no difference of opinion among the senators | 
as to Conkling’s eminent fitness for the posi- | 
tion, butin view of his declination of the 
chiet-justiceship, when offered to him by 
President Grant, some doubt is expressed by 
several of his intimate friends as to whether 
he will accept the present appointment. The 
general belief is, however, that he has accept- 
ed it in advance of his nomination. | 

The nomination of ex-Senator Sargent to | 
the German mission, was also unexpected at | 
the capitol. Ilis friends were taken by sur- 
prise, as he had not sought it or expected any | 
other office than the secretaryship of the in- | 
terior. It is understood tnat Sargent will ac- | 
cept the place tendered hiin, and is rather | 
gratified to thus escape from the storm which | 
has been raging about the interior depart- | 
ment, and the hard work attendant upon the | 
position for which his nomination was ex- | 
pected. | 

THE SCENE IN EXECUTIVE SESSION, | 

When the nomination of Senator Conkling 
as an associate justice of the supreme court 
was read in executive session of the senate 
this afternoon, a motion was made to take it 
up for immediate confirmation. Senator 
Hoar thereupon took the floor and warmly 
said that while he conceded Mr. Conkling’s 
great abilities, and that no man since Web- | 
ster had surpassed him in _ intel- 
lectual force, he believed that Conkling | 
had used his powers for bad purposes, and he | 
did not believe him to be honest. His eleva- | 
tion to the supreme bench, said Mr. Hoar 
(with great excitemert of manner, and pound- 
ing his desk by way of emphasis,) would be a 
disgrace to the judicial ermine, and he there- | 
fore interposed an objection to the present | 
consideration of the nomination and insisted | 
that it should take a regular course of refer- | 
ence to the judiciary committee. 

A single objection being sufficient to pre- 
vent immediate consideration, the nomuina- 
tion was accordingly referred to that commit- 
tee under the rules without an opportunity 
for debate or any reply to Mr. Hoar’s re- 
marks, 

The nomination of ex-Senator Sargent as 
minister“to Germany was then referred to the 
conmnittee on foreign relations, under an ob- 
jection to immediate consideration, which 
was interposed by Mr. Cameron of Pennsyl- 
vania, who is understood to be friendly both 
o him and to Conkling, but who desired to 
prevent the appearance of any invidious 
distinctions between the cases of the two sen- 
ators. tae 

Prominent members of both political par- 
ties in the senate predict that the two nomina- 
tions will be contirmed by overwhelming ma- 
jorities whenever they are reached for final 
action,

SERGEANT MASON. 


The Face of the Assassin Made Him Crazy. 
WASHINGTON, February 24.—The trial of 
rgeant Mason, who shot at Guiteau, is beirg 

conducted at Washington barracks, with all 
the pomp of a military court. There are cer- 


| tainly outward indications that Mason is in- 


sane. This afternoon, ‘when the court’mar- 
tial Was in secret session, Mason mounted his 


| favorite position on a dry-goods box, and the 


sentry kept a wary eye on him. Mason, with 
his hands in his pockets, talked quite yolubly 
to the reporters 

“You get in a little too much about the 
rats,’ he said. “I am not death on rats, I am 
death on Guiteau. I have more respect for an 
orderly rat than for Guiteau. An officer came 
to my cell last night and said rats could§not 
climbup an iron door. He wilted when I 
said they could. They have stopped me from 
giving out autographs and photographs, too. 
That’s the way they doin thearmy. There's 
a sentry there to stop it.”’ 

Mason went on with his complaint at some 
length, saying that he would rather spend 160 
months in jail than 160 daysin his cell. 

‘To add to my troubles,” he said, ‘‘they are 
going to whitewash my cell. They have got 
all my things upside down. Some half drun- 
ken soldier will go there and spatter white- 

” 

Mason said he did not shoot because he did 
not like military rules, but “hated Guiteau’s 
damned mug.” 

A reporter having taken out a piece of paper, 
the sentry walked up and said: 

‘‘No sketching here!”’ 

He was informed that no sketching was be- 
ing done. “If you do it,’ said the sentry, 
“you will get me into trouble,.”’ 

The judge advocate having appeared at the 
door, and sent an orderly to summon General 
Ayres as a witness, Mason stepped down from 
his box and said to Mr. Bigelow, banding him 
alist of questions written on paper: 

‘“Cruiteau had everything to say in his trial. 
I want something to say here. I want you to 
ask him the questions, and don’t let any offi- 
cer in shoulder-straps browbeat you.’ 

While Mr. Bigelow was endeavoring to per- 


|suade Mason that he would only injure his 


own case by such a course, the judge advocate 
appeared at the door and announced that the 
court was again opened.

FOREIGN FLASHES. 


WHAT THE PEOPLE OF THE OLD 
WORLD ARE DOING. 


The Cogitation Over the Recent Utterances of Gen- 
eral Skobeleff— Millions ef Russians Behind 
Him—Mr. Gladstone’s Invitation to the 
Irish H me Rulers to Formulate- 


Lonpon, February 24.—A St. Petersburg dis 
patch says at the nihilist trial yesterday all 
the prisoners pleaded guilty, except Nordsoff 
and Aaron Tschik, who proved alibis. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg by way of 
Tilsit to the Times says: No _ political 
trial in Russia has been conducted 
with such secrecy, severity and disregard 
to the ordinary usages of legal proceedure as 
the one in progress now. The president of 
the court insisted that the prisoners .should 
be tried separately or in groups according to 
their crimes. They are forbidden te speak or 
write to each other while together in the dock. 
At first even any communication between the 
prisoners and their* counsel was forbidden. 
Even the public presecutor protested against 
the was ultimately with- 
drawn. 

A St. Petersburg dispatch via Berlin says: 
At the trial of the nihilists to-day the woman 
Terentievia on being asked to acknowledge 
her connection with the robbery of the 
treasury at Cherson, refused to give any in- 
formation and declared that the court might 
accuse her of anything it pleased. Each 
prisoner is examined separately.. The evi 
dence against many of them appears to be 
very slender. Merktloff testified against sey- 
eral of his fellow-prisoners apparently with 
the object of escaping sentence of death. 

The Moscow Telegraph says there is noth- 
ing astonishing in General Skobeleff’s speech, 
as it only expresses the opinion of millions 
of Russians. 

General Skobeletf has arrived at Geneva, 
and will start for St. Petersburg to-morrow. 

In noticing the disavowal of General Skobe- 
leff, which appears in the Messager Officiel,the 
Russian statesmen and the emperor himself 
have been less astonished than annoyed by 
his sensational speeches at St. Petersburg and 
Paris. General Skobeleff is only 38 and is 
athirst for notoriety. No one has ever at- 
tached the slightest political weight to him. 
When he has imb‘bed a little more champagne 
than is good for him he is apt to make foolish 
speeches. He forgets that commanders of 
armies have greater responsibilities than mere 
sub-lieutenants, and in his anxiety to get 
himself talked about Le cares little whom he 
compromises. He would have been dis- 
avowed before but from fear that his being 
honored byso much notice might give him 
importance. But smati importance is 
attached to the incident by the ambassa- 
dors of Germany and Austria at St. Peters- 
burg. Last year General Skobeleff expressed 
sentiments in direct contradiction with those 
contained in his recent speeches. This fact 
should not be forgotten. 

THE NEW AUSTRIAN MINISTER’S VIEWS, 
New York Herald 

The new Austrian minister, Baron von 
Schaeffer, arrived yesterday in the Servia, and 
is stopping at the Brunswick. Paron ven 
Shaeffer 1s a diplomatist of distinguished de- 
scent, and has filled high positions in the 
diplomatic service otf the Austrian govern- 
ment for many years past. He comes at 
present from Egypt, where he was Austrian 
minister resident. Herr vun Schaetferis a 
fine looking man, above the medium height, 
and of stoutish build, with a large, nobly 
chiseled head, great brown eyes of exceeding

‘Tam almost ashamed to be interviewed 
any more,’ saidthe last evening, speaking 
with a delightful touch of the pretty Viennese 
accent, when called upon by a reporter of the 
Herald. ‘I have really nothing to say, but 
yet all the reporters come and ask me ques- 
tions, and still 1 want to be civil, and to a 
certain extent itis agreeable to talk with in- 
telligent men who can give one ideas about a 
new country.” 

From the pleasant manner in which this 
was said it was evident that his excellency 
did not dislike being interviewed in an intel- 
ligent manner, and was not in the least im- 
bued with the dread of reporters possessed by 
some of his American fellow statesmen. 

‘Have you seen General Skobeleffsspeech?”’ 
the baron was asked. 

‘Yes, I have seen an extract of it,’’ was the 
reply. 

“What do you think of it, baron? 

‘It is hard to judge of such matters from 
such a distance. I see from to-night’s paper 
that the Herzegovinans have won a great 
victory, but that is probably their own ver- 
sion of it.” 

“Do you think that General Skobeleff ex- 
presses the views of his government or only 
his own opinions?” 

‘‘H[e really expresses the views of the Pan- 
slavistic party, and how powerful that may 
be at present with the Russian government it 
is difficult to tell.” 

“Do you think Russia seeks war with Aus- 
tria?”’ 

“Itis thought by many that the Russian 
government would not look with disfavor 
upon an acceptable opportunity to create a 
national movement against a foreign country 
in order to secure relief from its own interna! 
troubles. It is probabl,, however, clear to 
the Russian government that it would not 
have to fight Austria alone.’’ 

‘Would Germany be Austria’s ally?” 

‘‘All I can say about that is that there is 
certainly the most cordial sympathy and 
entente between ihe Austrian and German 
Only before my departure from Lon- 
don for America 1 was most agreeably sur- 
prised by receiving the German order of the 
crown from the Emperor William—a very 
graceful compliment to an Austrian diploma- 
tist.”’ 

‘‘Does Austria care much about the posses- 
sion of Herzegovina?”’ 

“The popular feeling is es in favor 
of suppressing the insurrection. Parliament 
voted 4,000,000 florins with the greatest readi- 
ness for the purpose, and expressed its 
willingness to vote any further sum that 
might be required. The feeling of the Hun- 
garians is especially strong against the slavs.

“Officially on excellent terms; but you see 
ifa war breaks out even unofficially, it will 
very soon become an Official one,” the baron 
replied, caustically. 

‘What will Russia do if your government 
succeeds in suppressing the revellion?”’ 

“Oh, in that case there will be no trouble 
whatever. The only fear of war which exists 
is in case the insurgents repulse the Austrian 
truops and, to hold out against them with stall 
better assurance of success, inyite the Kus- 
sians to come and help them.” 

“I suppose you would find Russia a very 
uncomfortable neighbor if she were estab- 
lished in Herzegovina.”’ 

‘I don’t think the American people would 
care to have them asneighbors there,”’ the ba- 
ron said, decisively, ‘‘but my belief is that a 
war between Russia and Austria would lead to 
a general European war. Ah! you happy peo- 
plein America,” the baron exclaimed, im- 
pulsively. ‘‘Here youare without a standing 
arwy and happily paying off your debts, 
while we Eurvpeans are armed to the teeth 
and can’t meet our expenses.” 

“You seem to admire American 
tions?”’ 

‘I chose Washington from preference to 
other diplomatic posts because oo anxious 
to see a new country—though I have been 
here before on a flying trip—andto study a 
new form of government. I look forward to- 
ward my stay here with the greatest pleasure 
and interest.”

GREAT BRITAIN. 


Lonpon, February 24.—In the house of 
lords this afternoon, after two hour's discus- 
sion, the committee proposed by Lord Do- 
noughmore to inquire into the working of 
the land act was agreed to without discus- 
sion. 

Germania says Herr Von Schlosser, the 
Germun representative at Vatican, and UCardi- 
nal Jacobini, the papal secretary of state 
hold conference twice a week. It is declared 
on both sides that there is a good prospect 
of the negotiations being successful. 

Mr. Gladstone's speech on home rule is re- 
garded as one of the most important that has 
yet been made regarding Ireland in the Brit- 
ish parliament. ‘‘We attach great value,”’ 
said Mr. Gladstone, “‘to the extension—per- 
haps I should say tothe establishment—[hear, 
hear]—of the principles of local government in 
Ireland. We believe thatone of the great 
evils under which Ir@and labors is the want 
of local admiristration and amore central 
sygtem of authority. We believe that the 
state of Lreland never can be satisfactory until 
its people have acquired and learned by tra- 
dition and practice to exercise those powers 
of local government which were so 
beneficial in other portions of the empire. 
Moreover, we believe that where the Irish 
people had the opportunity within a limited 
range ef giving proof of their powers and 
qualities and capabilities for local govern- 
ment, as they haye done under the poor law 
acts, and through some other channels, they 
have administered as well, indeed. No one 
can doubt that, ortheir perfect capacity for 
such a duty, but this isspeaking on the ques- 
tion of purely localadmunistration. The mo- 
tion of my honorable iriend embraces mat- 
ters of wider scope. I wish to point out to 
those honorable gentlen.en that neither they 
nor, far as | know, Mr. Butt before 
them, nor, so far as | know, Mr. O'Connell 
before him, ever distinctlw explained in 
an intelligent and practical form the 
manner in which the real knot of this ques- 
tismn was to be untied. The principle on 
which they profess to proceed is, that purely 
Irish matters are to be dealt with by a purely 
Irish authority, imperial matters to-be left to 
the imperial authority of a chamberin which 
[reland is to be represented; but they have 
not told us by what authority it is to be deter- 
mined which matters, taken one by one, are 
Jrish and which matters are imperial. Until 
they lay before the house a plan in which 
they go to the very bottom of the question, 
and give us to understand in what man- 
ner that division is to be accomplished, the 
practical consideration of this subject cannot 
really be arrived at, and I know not how any 
effective judgmentupon itcan be pronounced. 
I am well convinced that neither this parlia- 
ment nor any other house of commons will 
at any time assent to any measure by which 
the one paramount center of authority neces- 
sary fur holding together in perfect unanim- 
ity and compactness this great empire can pos- 
sibly be in the slightest degree impaired. 
(Ministerial and opposition cheers. ] 

We are entitled and bound to ask a clear 
and explicit explanation as to the mode in 
Which that vital matter is to be determined. 
Who is to say what purposes are imperial? 
Who is to determine the circumscription 
within which the Irish authority is to have a 
final voice? Quotations have been made in 
reference to the positions of other countries. 
lor example, Finland in relation to Russia. 
But this affords no practical illustration of the 
matter. It would be just as rational for those 
gentlemen to quote the case of the Channel 
islands. With regard to the Isle of Man. we 
have sometimes inZerfered in the matter of 
customs duties, but not in my 
recollection have we interfered in 
the legislation of the channel 
islands. We have left it entirely totheir own 
authority, and we have not felt any incon- 
venience flow from that arrangement. Thus 
wholesome development is given to the prin- 
ciple of local government without any prac- 
tical inconvenience. I think the case of Fin- 
land and Russia is not different from the case 
presented by England and the Channel 
islands. The case of Austria and Hungary 
has also been cited. I fully grant that the 
magnitude of that case is such that if you 
can by the development of that case show it 
affords a precedent for us you certainly make 
out a strong case. I have heard of the alleged 
and the great and paramount difficulty of this 
question, to which I have just reterred— 
namely, the establissment of a dividing and 
divided authority, as in the case of the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian empire, by a reference of the 
matter to the personal authority of the sey- 
ereign. 

If that be so, am I really to understand 
that it is the proposal of those members of 
this house who take the view I am now re- 
ferring to, that the personal authority of a 
sovereign in this country is to decide the 
question of what subjects are to be referred 
to the parliament of Ireland and what 
subjects are to be referred to the imperial 
parliament of this country? If that is the 
doctrine held, then I say you are immedi- 
ately involved in a dilemma more hopeless 
than any that has presented itself to you, 
because, on the one hand, the subjects are to 
be decided’ on the authority of responsible 
ministers or on a personal will or whim. If 
the decision is to be determined on the au- 
thority of responsible ministers—of the re- 
sponsible ministers of Great Britain. of the re- 
sponsible ministers of Ireland, who are to 
exist under the pian that is now proposed? 
(‘‘Hear, hear.’"’) Evidently you cannot refer to 
the responsible ministers of Great Britain the 
power of drawinga distinction which involves 
the most vital and delicate and practical parts 
of the subject. Then, if in the highest and 
nicest matter of government you are guing 
again to set up the personal responsibility of 
the sovereign apart from the advice 
of responsible ministers, you are at once 
proposing a revolution in this country 
more profound than you need bring abous by 
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whatever. (‘“‘Hear, hear!”) I express

no new capital and no public spirit is to be 
found, and everybody is discouraged.” 
'Agentleman of Boston, who has just re-

The cause of tiis present trouble of the south 


is almost entirely truceable to one source, und 
thatis the failure of the cotton crop, upon 
which the people of the south have allowed 
them-elves to becoine principally dependent. 
Before the war the plantations calculated to 
raise all the corn, Wheat and pork that was 
needed to support the place, in addition to its 
Other crops ior the markets. After the war 
the demand tor cotton was so heavy that all 
the planiers went at once into raising that 
staple and seemed to Jose sight of the neces- 
sity of raising tvod products tor thesupport of 
their families. theists laborers and their cattle. 

The business stagnation of 1873 and succes - 
Sive years affected thei seriously. and they 
could not finda market for what they raised 
and were neglecting to raise that which was 
needed for their Gwi support and which they 
were obliged tu ouy from outside. Then for 
atime they planted more cereais ant raised 
more pork for home consumption, but good 
cotton crops for two or three years led them to 
forzet the lesson, and again they turned their 
en ire attention to colton raising, until in 
1530-81 they attained the unprecedented pro- 
du tion of 6,606,000 bales. 

But the year of 1881 was a disappointment 
and a snare to the cutton growers, The season 
began late with cold rains, which delayed 
pianting, and this was followed by a summer 
of drought, such as the south had not experi- 
enced fur twenty-five years, extending from 
early in the summerto late in the autumn 
Add to these two things the cyclones which 
have ravaged the coast counties and the cot- 
ton worm which late in the season did great 
damage, and we can readily understand why 
the colton crop Was short. At thesame time, 
corn and other food crops had been nexlected 
by the panters in their haste tu profit by a 
large cotton crop. 

Jn December last Brads reet’s published an 
estimate of the cotton crop of the southern 
states for 188+81, based upon the most reli-

with the merchants upon whom they have in 
the past depended, now unable to give them 
further credit or to advance supplies, the 
planters find themselves in a very bad con 
dition, andin some sections there is actual 
distress among some of the poor planters, 
many of them not having corn enough for 
(ueir tatmilies, much less for their negro ja- 
vorers and their mules. Very naturally this 
condition of things affects the retail merchants 
und the wholesale firms,who have been in 
the practice of assisting the planters by loan- 
ny them money or by advancing them sup- 
piles inanticipation of their harvests. Very 
many of the larger merchants of New Orleans. 
Mobile and otier cities are very serivusly con- 
teaiplating Withdrawing the credit Whieh 
they have been accustomed to give to plunters 
and retail traders, and great concern is ev: ry- 
Where expressed of the necessity of curtailing 
(his credit system. A table made up by 
Bradstreet’s trom reports received by cor- 
respondents, suving at what localities collee- 
ions and the financial condition up to Jan- 
uary 16 were betteror equal or Worse than to 
sane date in the preceding vear is interest- 
ing, as showing how seriously business has 
been affected hy these unfavorable industria!

year in over one-half of the places reported, 
the same in less than one-quarter, aud better 
in only a tittle over one-titth, while there is 
un actual excess of 394 places where things 
ure worse. Business men say that the collec- 
tion of debrs is harder in the south than it 
has been for many years past. 

lu tuis emergency some ofthe merchants in 
the larger soutl#ern cities are speculating a 
little im cotton, in the hopes of retrieving 
some Of their losses. When the cotton crop is 
short the bull and bear element is generally 
much more active, and in the hopes of protit- 
ing by this, a greater amount of cotton than 
u-ual is being held in the southern ports by 
the merchants for a possible rise for the 
benefit of themselves and of the planters 
whom they have assisted. A well informed 
tmnerchant of this city, reterring to this fact, 
said that he thought those whu were holding 
for a rise would be disappointed, inasmuch as 
when our cotton crop is short the fureign 
comuand is lessened and foreign manufactu- 
rers make up theirshortage by using Indian 
and Egyptian cottuns, the crops of which 
were large lust year, and which, while not 90 
yood as our American cotton, can be made use 
of in an emergency. The southern people, as 
a rule, do not yet seem to have appreciated 
this fact, so many of their strewdest mer- 
chunts say. 

This commercial depression of the south 
seriously affects northern business men. So 
fur as Boston is concerned only our boot and 
shioe trade isat all allied to tie souh. The 
southern trade in clothing, dry gouds, small 
Wares, furnishing goods, and, in fact, in 
nearly every line except boots and shees, has 
gone to New York, Puiladelphia and Balti- 
mnere. The bootand shoe trade we still retain 
und itamounts to a very large sum vearly. 
This winter was witnessed a very serious fall- 
ing offin the amount and in the eclraracter of 
this trade. Greater care is being exercised by 
our tuerchantsin taking southern orders, and 
yet those who have built up a southern trade 
und have little hold elsewhere, still make a 
virtue of necessity, and keep along in hopes 
of better times next year among their cus- 
tomers, 

Liere are some firms here in Boston who 
doun almost entirely southern business, and 
it would naturally be expected that supplying 
& cummunity. which, at present, from the 
force of unfortunate circutustances, may be 
considered an extra hazardous risk, they would 
make their prices accordingly, and se protect 
themselves. But this is suid not to be so and 
that they cannot put up prices on account of 
the great Competition in the trade. In the 
months of November and December last there 
were failures in the boot and shoe trade of 
Boston involving not far from 31,500,000, and 
on this umount the per cent of composition 
did net exceed twenty, and yet, in spite of 
the withdrawal of this large amount of cap- 
ital from the trade the immense competition 
continues, so that the prices cannot go higher. 
[i spite of the precarious Couditiou of busi- 
ness in thesouth, at the present time, south- 
ern merchants this year bought their goods in 
this market at even lower rates than they did 
ayeur ayo, although the firms with whom 
they traded feel that they made scarcely any 
tnoney at all last year, especially in the south, 
Where their losses have been very large 

There sees to be a sensible decrease of the 
southern boot and shve trade in Boston this 
year, occasioned by the diminished demand 
vf consumers and the cuution of sellers. These 
haus already been a lack of the usual duplica- 
tion of orders Sy southern merchants. Usually 
the buyers come here early in the season, look 
overthe market and give sinall orders, in 
hopes that when they need more by the time 
their first are filled, prices may run lower. 
this year they Knew about what they wanted 
when here early, knew that prices were about 
us low as they possibly could ve during the 
winter, and su gave large pritary orders all 
inalump, for all that they needed fur the 
Season. 

Within the last two monthsthere have been 
an unusually large number of failures of re- 
tuil buot and sho: dealets im the south. These 
have had their effect upon Boston houses aud 
have been attributed tu the baud weather for 
trade, ligiit sales and slow collections. Things 
seem to be a little betier just now, but cunti- 
dence is not yet fully restored, and Boston 
hou-es are still a little shy of the south, One 
reason fur this, in uddition to the bad trade 
conditions, is the absence of any proper bauk- 
rupt law in many of the southern, as well as 
the westerm states, by which the claims of far 
uway creditors can be protected, ‘There is a 
greal deal of complaint un this score, anda 
national bankrupt law is urged as a necessi- 
ty beture full confidence can be felt in this 
section. Atthe sume time, it is claimed by 
many that nurthern merchants are nota little 
responsible for the evils that exist because 
they du not exercise Mure Caution In tuking 
risks where capital is short, aud crops ure lia- 
ble to be bad and to disturb business condi- 
tions, but in their anxiety to increase trade, 
encourage a reckless expansion of business. 

So faras cotton is concerned, the prospect 
for the ensuing year is hot encouraging, 
though any estimates made at this time, 
before the crop ts fairly planted, must be to 
a considerable extent speculative, yet, Culn- 
puring the mdications as seen this year, with 
those of other years, Which resulted In well- 
known effects, there is good reason for believ- 
ing that the acreage aud the productivn of 
the year 1882-83 will be less than it has been 
this year, especially in the districts affected 
by the drought, where money, prvvisions and 
labor ure scarce. Taking Bradstreet’s for 
uuthority again, we find a statement of the 
Humber of puiuts in the various svuthern 
cotton states, where the acreage of this Cum- 
ing yeur will be more, the same, or less, than 
it Was im the year just passed.

There are two ways of lvoking at the situa- 
tion. First, itis apparent that the next cot- 
ton cropisto be shert for various reasons. 
Labor is scarce for the preseat and hard 
times have driven many men away from their 
farmis to work in turpentine or lumber dis- 
triggs or at railroad building and caitle rais 
iny. Financial pressure will prevent the 
working of many ae and in many other 
cases the farmer’s first care must pow be to 
provide himself with food supplies by plant- 
ing wheat, oats, Corn, potatoes und otuer foed 
crops, and in raising hogs, cattle and sheep. 
All this wiil combine to serlousiv linpar the 
cotton crop and, inferentially, it Would seem, 
to injure the sveuth. But there is 
another view a he tuken of 
the case, and manv who have loked the 
field over carefully believe that this tempora- 
ry condition of depression tay in the end, 
prove a blessing in disguise. It is apparent 
that the ssuth cannot depend on its cottun 
cropalone. It mustraise foud crops suflicient 
for its own consumption, and when it ne- 
glects to do this it is likely to suffer, aw it is 
now dving. ‘There needs to be a diversity of 
products in the south, so that when one crup 
fails others may be relied upon; improved 
machinery to make cotion and other pro- 
ducts more valuable; more careful farming 
und more care in the haudling of cottun un- 
til it reaches the market. 

Many of the southern people already real- 
ize the fact, and the tollowing editorial from 
a southern pa; er well and concisely expresses 
the views that are prevailing ww a large extent 
in many sections of the souti: 

‘The great drawback to farming in Cass 
county. successfully, is the large amount of 
supplies the farmers are compelled to buy 
each year. [ithe farmers would take the 
time every fall to sow a good field of oats and 
some barley lots they never would have to 
haul their corn from the railroad towns, but 
might occasionally haul corn to town.” 

‘ome of the more thoughtful of northern 
capitalists are beginning to think that they 
can be of material assistance to the south in 
taking mortgages upon land there, as is al- 
ready done in the west. The land is fine, but 
there isalack of cupital to develop it. At 
present the plantations and farms are largely 
mortgaved at high rates of interest to the 
merchants Who have made advances to the 
planters, many of whuin, by reason of tie 
unfortunate reverses that have already been 
dwelt upon in this article, are heavily in 
debtand unable to resuscitate themselves. 
In theend they must either throw up their 
property and begin over again or manage in 
some way to exchange their present murtga- 
ges for others at a lower rate of interest. This 
has already been done, to a muderate extent, 
in the section known as the Mississippi river 
bottums, with gratifying results,

if Mr. Blaine did nothing else as secretary 
of state than to explain the chances and cir- 
cumstances connected with the export of our 
cotton goods, he would deserve the thanks of 
the country. A part of this yaluabie work 
was laid before the visitors to the late cotton 
exposition, so that a blind man might almost 
see why the English mills maintain their hold 
on most of the foreign markets. That circu- 
lar table upon which Mr. Blaine placed ex- 
hibits gathered by his subalterns will long be 
remembered, and its effect cannot fail to be 
felt in the future. The manufacturer of the 
future saw in a moment what reports and 
books could no‘¥convincingly bring home to 
them, that wecan undersell England in all 
countries, 

Mr. Blaine begins in his report by showing 
that the export of cotton goods has become 
almost indispensable to our prosperity. We 
have conquered our home market, and we 
manufacture more, or can manufacture more, 
than can be consumed at home. Engiand 
and the United States are the only two coun- 
tries in the world in whica the production of 
cotton goods is in excess of home consul p- 
tion. The production of England is twice 
our own; but we have some advantages, both 
in staple and _— labor. The American 
operative produces each vear in goods $1,268. 
while his British cousin turns out only $912 
warth. An American spindle consumes 66 
pounds of raw cotton, and a_ British spindle 
only 32 pounds ayear, And the quantity of 
pure and solid materials in a yard is so mach 
greater in American goods that the value of 
the out-put of the American mills is more 
than one-half that of the British, although 
the latter produce more than twice the num- 
ber of yards. The ‘‘clayed”’ piece goods of the 
British mills are coming into disrepute in 
many foreign markets, and in Madagascar, 
Zanzibar and along the whole east coast of 
Africa our goods now. hold the field as being 
better and therefore lower-priced goods, Can- 
ada, too, is every year taking more American 
goods, and Great Britain must soon give up 
that market altogether. 

The consular reports made to Mr. Blaine 
show that we can undersell English goods of 
like quality in China, in Egypt, in Mexico, 
in South America—everywhere in fact; but 
the British merchants hold the largest part of 
the export trade for these reasons: 1. Their 
long possession of the market, together with 
the knowledge that implies of the modes of 
adapting their goods. in size of piece, colors, 
patterns, adulterations, convenience of pack- 
age and of shipment, with the wants of each 
market. 2. Cheapness of capital, which ren- 
ders them liberal in granting long credits. 
3. The permanency and stability with which 
British merchants continue to trade at certain 
standard prices with distant © customers 
without regard to present profit, whereby 
those customers acquire confidence in and 
stick to them, whereas, in dealing with 
American merchants, they have sometimes 
found a lapse of a year make a very unex 
pected change in prices or terms, and, owing 
to the greater activity and higher compensa- 
tion exacted for American capital, the Amer- 
nierchant withdraws from the trade 
unless every transaction nets a profit. 4. 
British and continental have their 
special partners in every port, while Arneri- 
cans have none, and too often send their goods 
at a venture or to be sold upon commission, 
perhaps by the very persons interested in 
preventing the building up of an American 
trade. Add to these England's steam marine 
and her chain of colonial entrepots and 
harbors, and we have a net-work -of circum- 
stances that cannot easily be met. 

If congress desires to promote this impor- 
tant American industry, let it give American 
mill owners a chance to buy mill machinery 
—an important item—at as good figures as 
their British competitors can command, and 
then the American mills will be in a position 
to engage in their second grand battle with 
those of England. The first battle related to 
our home trade, and it resulted in a complete 
home victory; and if our mills are not handi- 
capped by tariffexactions there is no reason 
why the victory in the second and final con- 
test need be less complete, especially in 
Mexico and all South American conntries.

A moment’s reflection would have convinced 
those who have fallen victims to Editor La- 
mar’s grim joke that, as the price of cotton in 
this country is regulated by the price in Liy- 
erpool, buyers in the United States 
must make some provision against 
the losses—enormoug in the agyregate—repre- 
sented in the reff%al of English buyers 
to pay for bagging and ties. This provision, 


! 
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Albany News and Advertiser on this subject, 
corrects the extraordinary statement made by 
the Telegraph, and gives some very interest- 
ing figures. Mr. Tift has three account sales 
of cotton sold in Liverpool in March and 
April last by Messrs. Barring Brothers, aggre- 
gating 234 bales, and the whole sum for which 
the bagging and ties were sold (as ‘‘rags’’ and 
‘hoops’’) amounted to $3.88 or $1.65 for each 
one hundred bales. If Mr. Tift raised this 
cotton, Le was getting the advantage of deal- 
ing directly with consumers in Liverpool, 
and the $1.65 extra on each one hundred bales 
is one of the advantages. If Mr. Tift bought 
this cotton for shipment, the cost of bagging 
and ties had already been discounted in the 
price he paid the farmers for their cotton. 
and the $3.88 returned to him was clear profit. 
The $1.65, it should be borne in mind, is not 
returned to the farmer, but is a part of the 
commission of*the shipper. Mr. Tift con- 
cludes his article as follows: 

Let us now see how the bagging and ties account 
with the southern planter stands, supposing a crop 
of 6,000,000 bales, and a cost for bugging and ties of 
$1.25 per bale, which is probaLly below the average. 
Cost of bagging and ties for 6,000,000 bales at $1.25, 
$7,500,000. Deduct sales of bagging and ties as 
‘*hoops’”’ and ‘‘rags’’ at $1.65 per 100 bales, $99,000; 
annual loss on bagging and ties by southern plant- 
ers, $7,401,000. Of this amount of $7,401,000 paid 
and lost by the cotton planter of the south per year, 
the present tariffof 55 percent on cotton ties formsa 
part; and if the government tariff should be in- 
creased, as now proposed in congress—secording to 
THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION $19.19 per ton—its effect 
would be to diminish if not prohibit the importa- 
tion of cotton ties, diminish the revenue to the 
government from thit source, and add to the pres- 
ent yearly burden and loss of the cotton planters 
$575,000, which, by the partial and unjust act of the 
government, would be transferred to the manu fac- 
turers Of cotton ties in the United States. It will 
thus be seen that THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION is 
right in characterizing such an increase of the tariff 
as legalized robbery. 

These tigures are suggestive enough, but 
they are not complete. The price the south- 
ern planters receive for their cotton is fixed 
in New York witha knowledge that when it 
reaches Liverpool 4 per centum will be de- 
ducted from the weight of the bale and 2 
pounds extra for dirt or mud that may or may 
not adhere. This is a loss of 22 pounds on 
each bale. But, in order to insure absolutely 
safety to shippers, the price as fixed in New 
York is adjusted to fit a possible loss in weight 
of 6 percentum. Ina bale of 500 pounds this 
is 30 pounds lost by the planter. But we will 
place the loss at 25 pounds. With a crop of 
six million bales, reckoning the price at 10 
cents, here is an absolute loss of $15,000,000 
annually, and every cent thereof falls upon 
the southern cotton planter. In this loss of 
$15,000,000 is represented what the farmer 
pays for his bagging and ties, and the less he 
pays for these things the less he loses. The 
crop upon which it is lost is an export crop; 
itcomes imo competition with the cotton 
grown in all parts of the world; and the 
grower thereof ought to have the privilege of 
buying his bagging and ties in the cheapest 
markets in the world. But when Mckinley 
orany other monopolist proposes to add to 
the southern farmers losses by filching from 
him $19.19 in addition to the tax already 
levied on every ton of cotton ties, he gives 

‘protection’ the flavor of highway robbery. 

This loss of fifteen millionsannually cannot 
be provided against, but certainly, in the face 
of it. it is nothing more than an attempt to 
legalize robbery for McKinley to ask congress 
to add to this loss another half a million and 
more to go into the pockets of a few Pennsyl- 
vania manufacturers. The statement of Ed- 
itor Lamar that the southern planters sell 
their cotton ties at an enormous profit is cer- 
tainly amusing enough in the light of facts, 
but there is no humor in his attempt to iden- 
tify genuine protection with the McKinley 
spoliation bill. ee 
A REMINISCENCE. 

A day or two since THE CONSTITUTION in noting 
the coming of Mr. Swann to this city, made allu- 
sion to the firm of inman, Swann & Co. 

It is not generally known why this firm was first 
organized. Messrs. W. H. inman and Alfred Aus- 
tell at the close of the war had a considerable 
amount of cotton scattered throughout the sou.h. 
They selected Mr. James Swann to collect this cot 
ton and forward it, and they went 
to New York to ariaLge for its 
sale. They applied to Major J. F. Cummings 
and Mr. Woodward, and asked their terms for seli 
ing the cotton. An interview was had between 
these four gentlemen in the St. Nicholas hotel, and 
Messrs. Austell and Inman were dissatisfied with 
the terms proposed for handling of the cotton. Af- 
ter the other gentlemen had left Mr. Inman said: 

“General, suppose we open a house and handle 


our own cotton.”’ 

General Austell replied: ‘‘If you will stay here 
and manage it I am willing.’’ 

On this suggestion the house: of Inman & Austell 

was established. When the firet freight for cotton 
was due, Mr. Inman, who had no trouble before the 
war in raising any money he needed, when he 
went to get the money to pay the freight bills found 
that southern credit was not bigh then in New 
York, and he ‘had some difficulty. Major 
Cummings hearing of _ this offered to 
loan $10,000, which offer was accepted. With this 
loan the house of Inman «& Austell paid its first 
bill. Major Cummings was then one of the very 
first operators in New York, having gone to the 
city with about $800,000 in cash. He engaged in a 
hand-to-hand conflict with Vanderbilt that lasted 
for sometime, ome of them getting the best of it 
to-day and being turned down the morrow. At last 
Vanderbilt crowded the southern veteran to the 
wall and put on him a loss of $160,000 in one after- 
noon. It is said that Major Cummingsalso ad- 
vanced the money with which to buy the bouds of 
the Atlanta national bank when it was first estab- 
lished, 
The house of Inman & Austell prospered from the 
first and soon established the credit of its managers 
and had more than enough funds with which to 
transact its business. It became Inman, Swann & 
Co. upon the admission of Mr. James Swann to the 
firm. Itis doubtful if so successful a house and so 
large a business ever before grew out of soslighta 
cause as the failure of two men to agree on the 
proper <commission for handling a few bales of 
cotton.

W. E. Barrows’s Active Brain Fiods a New 
Source of Wealth in the South—What he Thinks 
of Improved Methods in Ginning Cot- 
von—Cotton Seed Oil Mills, Etec. 
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Colonel W. E. Barrows, of the Willmantic Linen 
company, so well remembered throughout the 
south as the foremost friend,of our late ex position, 
in New England, and the man, perhaps, who coi- 
tributed more to give it actual success than any 
other, has been in the city a day or two, on his re- 
turn from Florida. 

The deep interest that Colonel Barrows took in 
the south and that led him to take so active a part 
jn the exposition was deepened by his three 
months’gstay in Atlanta. 

Alchough a young man he is at the head of one of 
the largest establishments in the world, employing 
sixteen hundred hands and running 120,000 spin- 
dies, and making a product that is put squarely in 
competition with the best products of England and 
Scotland. He has, therefore, studied the question 
of cotton manufacture very closely, and is thor- 
oughly acquainted with its needs. A representa- 
tive of THE CONSTITUTION had a talk with him on 
yesterday touching the outlook for manufgcturing 
iu the south, and takes the liberty of printing the 


“In the first place,’’ said he, “let me say that 1 
don’t desire to discourage in the slightest degree 
the establishment of large cotton mills for the spin. 
ning and weaving ofcloth. The more you have of 
them the better for the stockholders and for the 
south atlarge. I believe that they will pay, and | 
would be glad to-see fifty built within the coming 
year. But itis so plain to any northern man that the 
real basis of growth for your people is not in mills 
that I look with mucli more interest to another de- 
partment of manufacturing. 

“Let usagree thet cotton is the great staple, and 
that from its handling the greatest industry of the 
south must spring. I contend that there is moré 
money to be made, more good to be done, less risk 
to be encountered, and less capital to t employed 
in handling te cotton this side of the spindle than 
beyondit. The manufacture of cotton must begin 
with the gin, andii I were coming south to-mo.irow 
to invest in cotton manufacture I should put 
my money in improved gins and 
presses. The cleanliness and care 
in the handling of this white and delicate fiber are 
the first requisites, and, of course, cleanliness and 
careareno where so necessary as at the first stage 
of the game. If the lint, when it is taken from the 
boll is subjected to a process which tears and dirties 
it we sce thatihe process is started on the wrong 
plan and must be corrected sometvhere. It always 
costs more to correct an error than it 
does to start right, consequently we say the presen! 
system of cotton manufacturer is started in exactly 
the wrong direction. For example, whe would 
buy cloth ofa manufacturer who allowed the fabric 
to fall foom hisloom on a dirty floor, pack it in a 
rough bagging that only partially enclosed it, pile 
it on the street in rain and 
dust, and nllow any man who 
desired it to jab into it witha knife? Such a man- 
ufaciurer would be considered crazy, and yet this 
is precisely what the southern man does with his 
cotton that requires justas much care in handling 
asthe clothitself. There is more profit and pro 
gress of reform ai the gin than anywhere else.”’ 

“Well, what is your plan?’’ 

“My plan would be this: To establish a new meth- 
od of ginning, pressingand baling cotton. For ex- 
ample.I would put upa large,commodious building 
an‘! would fill it with, say fifty roller gius placed in 
even rows and run by one engine. 1 would then 
have a competent mechanic to watch these gins and 
see that each one was in perfect order and doing 
its perfect work. At the tail of each gin I would 
put a wire cloth that would receive the lint as it 
came from the gin and carry it directsy to the 
press without its ever touching the _ floor, 
or being touched by hend. I 
would havea press of new patent that would press 
the bale into compact shape, and as fastas the cot- 
ton came from the gin press and neatly bale it, so 
that not a particle of the lint would be exposed. I 
would then mark each bale with my name and 
guarantee and send it tomarket. I am satisfied 
that cotton thus handled and thus marked would 
bring a halt a cent per pound more than the same 
quality of cotton ginned in the present way. Mr. 
Atkins»n, Mr. Garsed and others think it would 
bring a cent more, but iet us say a half cent.”’ 

“What would such an establishment cost?”’ 

The fifty roller gins would cost probably $3,000; 
the engine—say 1,500-horse power—$1,500; the press, 
the building and all could be had for less than 
$10,000. These gins would handle 19,00C pounds of 
cotton per day, or 200 pounds each. A half cent 
advance on this above the ordinary price would be 
#50 per day as extra profit I am _ certain 
that these’ gins run with precision 
and in workmanlike manner would do the work 
cheaper and better and make more clear money 
out of them than could be made by the ordinary 
gins. Yet we know that nothingis more profitable 
than agin run even in the present slouchy way. 
With these improved gins yeu could make more 


by ordinary ginning. But then you would have a 
half cent per pound, or fifty dollars ‘a day surplus 
by the new plan. This weuld be three hundred 
dollars a week, or say five thousand dollars for the 
season—in itself a fifty per cent return On your in- 
vestment.’’ 

“You simply suggest then a reform in gins and 
ginning?’ 

“Yes. The business is profitable to the ginner as 
itstands now. With fifty roller gins under intelli- 
gent control, working ina clean building with the 
cotton properly handled and baled, and the guar- 
antee of the giuner put on each bale, the establish- 
ment would pay. Besides the ordinary )rofits of 
ginning, which would give a good dividend, a 
surplus of 50 per cent on the capital would be 
made by reason of the increased 
whith the cotton would bring.”’ 

“You don’t allow for the irereased speed of the 
saw gins in this estimate.”’ 

“Of course Ide. I estimate that 50 roller gins will 
do the work of, say five saw gins. The roller gins 
would cost, say $25,000, while the saw gins would 
cost $15,000, so that on an investment of one thou 
sand dollars more you would get the same yield of 
cotton per day, with less wear and tear, because the 
roller gin is not so complicated as the saw gin. |

:0 improved methods of ginning, compared to 
which the present boom in sced oi] mills will be 
trifling.’’ 
“The south must learn,’’ said Colonel Barrows, 
‘“‘whatthe north has learned long and that is 
that it isnot large factories that make the pros- 
perity of asection, but small industries. In the 
south you cannot hope for enough capital for some- 
time to come to build large factories at very many 
differeut points,and if you keep public attention 
directed to these great enterprises men of small 
capital will decline invest at all as 
they cannot raise enough to compass 
one of these. On the other hand, if 
you teach them what is true, that there is more 
profit and less risk in small enterprises over which 
the owner can exercise &@ personal supervision, and 
the profitsof which he can handle himself, you 
may encourage small capitalists to invest in small 
local enterprises. These will make your section 
prosperous, will give you diversified industries 
that will ag + not only the 
head of the family, but his sons and daughters 
and will certainly bring the larger. enterprisey 
which will not come withoutthem. I am deeply 
interested in the welfare of the south. I have been 
met with such unexpected and unusual kindness, 
and have formed many attachments. 
I vrould be much encourage d to see 
some man of moderate capital, but of careful habits 
and energy, take hold of this ginning question and 
establish a mill, put in improved gins, presses, 48 
tablish an oil mill. and determine to make the gin- 
ning and baling of cotton just as clearly, a pre- 
cise and definite industry as the  weay- 
ing of cloth, Or the makiog of 
thread. Such aman would not only get good divi- 
dends upon his investment and secure pr fitable 
and safe business, but would be the pioneer in the 
movement that would do more to give the south 
strength and wealth than anything thathas yet 
been devised.’’ 
Colonel Barrow’s well known sagacity and the 
success that has attended his work, gives his words 
especial weight, and we commend them to our 
readers. There are hundreds of men with from five 
to twenty thousand dollars in the south to-day, 
looking foran investment that will give them a safe 
business and pay them better returns than plant- 
ing Cotton or advancing money to farmers. If they 
will build such a gmning mill as he suggests, run 
it upon the plan as outllned, we fee? sure that the 
best results will be attained and a very important 
reform started Col.jBarrows will take pleasure in 
giving detailed information to any one wishing to 
engave in such business.

The Associations and Consolidations of the Southern 
Systems—Striking into New Territories—Some 
Problems of the Future—Richmond & 
Danville, and Louisville & Nashville. 


Correspondence of the Enquirer. 

Macon, Ga., February 16, 1882.—The person 
who takes no interest in railroads and their 
political maneuvers is not really living in our 
times—merely eating here and dwelling yon- 
der, as the pigeons in the pigeon-cote re- 
marked to the giraffe. In the United States 
the story of topography and of transportation 
and of the master spirits in it is the true his- 
tory of dynastic families and of revolutions. 
It is involved in no more corruptions than 
personal and state ambition and extension 
anywhere, even in churches. It isa healthy 
study, and will cure sentimentalism, except 
in atrifling mind: for railroads never have 
to encounter the real condition of their 
S(- 
cial obstacles as physical impediments, and to 
deal with men’s greeds, with local interests 
and with popular delusions and demagogery, 
and there is scarcely a nobler sight than a sa- 
gacious, patient, yet daring, man, carrying 
his railroad to its point, surviving misunder- 
standing and hate, redeeming his pledge to 
his stockho!ders, and opening up a solvent 
highway to an improving zone of his fellow- 
A inean, despicable railroad man, 
whose soul knows no generosity nor illumina-

RAILROAD SECRETS, 

‘What is the last important feat of the rail- 
road spirit in the south?’ 

“Opening the Western North Carolina rail- 
road over the Blue into Tennessee. 
After the labor and disappointment of years 
it has been done. No public celebration was 
made of it. Indeed, it is only now done asa 
fact, not as a completed railroad line. But 
next summer it will carry passengers from 
Richmond and Washington to the Warm 
Springs and make another grand new water- 
ing place like the White Sulphur springs of 
Virginia on the summit of the highest moun- 
tain between the Mississippi river and the

Atlantic,” 


“What railroad has finally passed that bar- 
rier and gone into East Tennessee?” 

“The Richmond and Danville system, which 
is also working up from Northeastern Georgia 
to cross the mountaiusagain from Athens and 
Lula, in Georgia, to the Cincinnati Southern 
railroad, via Knoxville. It 
will only he about one year before that is 


north of and 


finished.” 

“Who is the head 
Danville system. 

“A jeading bank in New York city, and 
Clyde, the steamship man. They have asso- 
ciated all the competing lines south of Rich- 
mond ina protective agency, under Mr. A, 
Pope, of Richmond, Va., as the general pas- 
senger agent. Previously they were ruining 
each other. I mean the Clyde lines, the Rob- 
inson line, the Walter lines and the Plant 
lines. Now they get good rates and agree 
under Pope's general agency. ‘That is all it 
is, an association, not a consolidation.” 

“Do vou expect any further consolidatgons 
of railroads in the southern states?’ 

“Yes, the Louisville and Nashville system 
will presently seize upon the Georgia Central 
system, which it is believed to control in the 
stock. They want to consolidate it, so as to 
issue bonds upon the consolidated property, 
as many people who would not take thie 
Louisville and Nashville bonds alone would 
gladly buy the bonds of an earning system 
like Mr. Wadley’s. Thatsystem pays 6 per 
cent. with ease, and is the best railroad prop- 
erty in the south. It consists of the railroads 
between Savannah and Augusta and Mont- 
gomery, Alabama, and Atlanta, Columbus, 
Macon and Albany, in Georgia. It owns the 
noblest line of coast steamers in the country 
to carry the cotton from the country it drains 
—including the long river hauls in Alabama 
—to New York direct from Savannah. The 
Louisville «nd Nashville people want its 
credit.to raise money. After that they will 

~ be ea 
want to buy the Richmond and Danville sys- 
tem, too.”’ 

“What will they want with that?” 

“Neither their monopoly will be complete 
over the seaports of the south, nor can they 
maintain such rates of freight as they require 
without getting to Norfolk and without clos- 
ing the eastern avenue of competition. You 
see, the great problem of north and south 
lines into the gulf and Atlantic seaboard is to 
get a return haul. There is little but cotton 
to take out, and 1t requires only a part of the 
year and a portion of the rolling stock. But 
prévisions and merchandise go into the south 
the vear round, and a high rate might be 
maintained upon these to keep up the interest 
and dividends. The Danville system, coming 
in from Washington; Baitimore, by a steam- 
ship line; New York, by Ciyde’s lines, and 
Ricimond, strike Atlanta and the Georgia 
railroad at both Augusta and Savamnah, and 
supplies a great tract of cotton country, mak- 
ing nearly one-half of the gulf and Atlantie 
south. It is building, too, into the territories 
ef{the Louisville and Georgia systems. By 
means of the Georgia consolidation the Louis- 
ville system may be able to give the price for 
the Danville system.’’ 

A RECEIVERSHIP WOTTED NOT OF, 

“What other consolidation or revolution 
may we expect in southern railroads?” 

“IT look for the speedy bankruptey and pass- 
ing into a receivership of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio railroad and its reorganization under an 
indebtedness that it can earn something upon. 
It cannot earn anything on its stock with the 
present enormous bonded obligations. When 
reorganized, it will make a mere way-line of 
the old road bed from Williamson’s (or Coy- 
ington) to Richmond via Gordonsville, and 
run all its coal and heavy stuff down the new 
Richmond and Alleghany railroad, which Mr. 
Huntington’s friends will buy, if they ure not 
already buying it.” 

‘That was the road Senator Blaine sold 
gut of?” 

“Yes, its stock has run down to thirty from 
a very high figure. It has failed to make the 
Ohie Central connection, and is just waiting 
fora buyer ata high price. The Chesapeake 
and Ohio cannot carry coal advantageously 
to Richmond over thuse old grades by Char- 
luttsville made by antediluvian engineers to 
oblige petty towns and expectant wayside 
counties. J anticipate that the word has been 
passed to the personal friends of Mr. Hunting- 
ton, and that they will acquire the new line. 
which is of easy down-river yvrades, and hold 
itasa personas concern, and when the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio railroad ix rearranged en 
some reasonable basis all its heavy freights, 
like coaland grain, will godown the other 
way trom Clifiou Forze.”

He has 
eighty miles of road equipment piled up at 
Macon now, and is building at the rate of a 
mile and a halfa day, I believe, and has ad- 
vanced fifteen miles north of Macon gp oe 
The other interest may seek te buy his back- 
ing away frem beneath him _betore he ad- 
vances his road far enough. The loss of the 
Cincinnati Southern was a disappointment to 
Mr. Cole’s friends; they now expect to build 
up tothe Kentucky Central. If Cole could 
be Pacem: his work far enough he would have 
more than they could buy with their present 
credit, and I do not see that it is good sense 
in any case to buy a parallel line of road for 
over two hundred miles.” 

ANOTHER SEABOARD LINE. 

‘Is there any other system of railroad de- 
velopment anticipated in the south from the 
direction of Norfolk?” 

“The extension of John M. Robinson's sys- 
tem from Hamlet, North Carolina, through 
upper South Carolina, and so on to Athens, 
Georgia, and Atlanta, may be achieved in a 
few years. Robinson owns the Seaboard and 
toanoke railroad, and through his friends 
controls the Bay Line of steamers from Lalti- 
more to Portsmouth; he then possesses the 
intermediate railroad between the Danville 
system and the coast line of railroads. This 
leads him from Weldon to Raleigh and Ham- 
let, which is on the edge of Sonth Carolina. 
He has recently acquired the Carolina Central 
railroad from Wilmington to Charlotte, pass- 
ing through Hamlet. It is his scheme to di- 
vide the splendid cotton trade of the Danville 
system, and carry the cotton to Norfolk by 
building from Hamlet to Cheraw andl 
Chester, S. C., and thence to Newberry, 8. C., 
and across Georgia to Atlanta by Athens. 
This would make nearly an air-line from At- 
lanta to Norfolk through a country so pro- 
ductive of cotton that the Danville system 
last year carried one hundred and thirty thou- 
sand bales from their Greenville and Colum- 
bia branch alone, which is only one hundred 
and forty miles long, or nearly one thousand 
bales to the mile. Cotton pays $1.75 a bale 
freight to Norfolk, and $3 and more to New 
York. The coast line gets one hundred thou- 
sand bales of it on the Wilmiagton and Wel- 
don road alone, which one hundred 
and sixty-two miles long. You see, Robinson 
has unlimited confidence in the port of Nor- 
folk (or Portsmouth) as having the superior 
advantages for shipping cotton. It is the 
short haul, and it saves more than half of the 
costly insurance rates put on Savannah cot- 
ton by reason of the risks of going around 
Hatteras.” 
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‘‘wHo IS ROBINSON?” 


“Jolin M. Robinson is the son of Moncure 
Robinson, a distinguished engineer, who 
went from Virginia to Pennsylvania, and 
now resides in Philadelphia; who located the 
Reading railroad and built the railroad from 
the Potomac river to Fredericksburg and 
Richmond, and at one time ran stages from 
Washington to Baltimore in opposition to the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad cars. He is one 
of the last men of the old school, invincible 
in his prejudices, honorable in his methods, 
and he still controls the stock of the fast 
route from Washington to Richmond, and 
prevented Tom Scott getting it, though he 
had to come into the Pennsylvania system's 
schedule and general arrangements. He and 
hisson differed on the management of the 
Virginia lines; the father kept the Freder- 
icksburg property; the son developed on the 
Portsinouth, Weldon and Raleigh line.”’

“Who is the new man, Plant, who has been 

building the steel railroad cut-off to Flor- 


“H. DB. Plant is a native of Connecticut, 
who has spent thirty years in Georgia in the 
express business. He has removed to New 
York, and at sheriff's sale he bought the rail- 
road from Savannah to Bainbridge, in Ceor- 
gia, and to Live Oak, in Florida. During the 
past year he connected this railroad with 
Jacksonville, Florida, by a straight cut of 
seventy mijes, and laid it with steel, so that 
he can make the best time over it of any rail- 
road in thesouth. He runs hisspecial trains 
from Washington City to Jacksonville in less 
than 30 hours, and has reduced the time from 
Charleston to Jacksonville to fourteen hours 
instead of twenty-four. he isalso buildiug ¢ 
railroad directly from Live Oak to the heavy 
timber country of the Suwanee river ‘far, far, 
away,’ and thence across the spinal ridge of 
the Florida peninsula, and down that ridge to 
the cattle country in the Everglades, and so 
on to Charlotte harbor, where he expects to 
carry these cattle across to Havana, arur. ofa 
few hours by steamer.’ From Bainbridge he 
is building, and expects to open by the win- 
ter of 1885, a line tu connect with the Louis- 
ville and Nashville’s latest parasite, the Pen- 
sacola and Atlantic railroad, making a line 
direct from Jacksonville to New Orleans in 
twenty-four hours. 

WADLEY. 

‘What ix te become of Mr. Wadley, so long 
president of the Georgia Central railroad ?"’ 

‘Wadley may be dispessessed by the Louis- 
ville interest, though he has made the charac- 
ter of the lines he has se long controlled. If 
there is an howest railroad man in this world, 
he isthe person, and with abundant oppor- 
tunities to become rich he is poor—probably 
not worth $100,000, He resisted raising 
salary; never mentioned his plans to jis di- 
rectors, lest they might speculate on them: 
oblivious of praise or cemsure, ard, though a 
native of Massachusetts, has the esteem of 
every man of character in Georgia. He has 
been obliged to charge some of the commutui- 
ties stiff rates for treight and passage, and, 
though this provoked teeling, discriminating 
people never laid any offense at his 
door. He began lite in Georgia a Jaborer on 
Fort Tybee, and was a creator of the railroad 
system.” 

“What has become ot R T. Wilson?’ 

‘‘He has made a fortune, and lives in New 
York. Some say he is worth $5,000,000 to 314,- 
000,000, He is a Geurgia-born man, raised in 
Tennessee to business. He was a confederate 
contractor during the war. His brother-in- 
law, Marsh Walker, is building a fine new 
residence overlooking Macon, tearing down a 
splendid old home to do it. Wilson took hold 
of the Memphis and Charleston, and the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railread. and 
by their consolidation with the Norfolk and 
Western and the Shenandoah Valley new 
line the Cole system was given aabble base, 
and by the gift of the Macon and Brunswick 
road and the acquisition of the Selma, Rome 
and Daiton, had only to build from Rome to 
Atlanta, to muke one of the most formidable 
lines in the south. Wilsea, Cole and Wadley 
are all very tall men—Cole a particalarly im- 
pressive one. 

‘Is not the general tendency of these new 
lines to build up the Piedmont er n )per 
country lying between Atlanta and the | 
of the Blue Ridge?” 

“Yes. The upper part of the state of South 
Carolina is possessed, for instance, by a must 
remarkable race. Since the war they are pay- 
ing no attention to the lowercountry of South 
Carolina—the sea cvast parts—which so lon; 
prescribed their politics, but are looking 
toward New York and Richmond for their 
markets and information. They have a fine 
soil, a hardy climate, growing towns and a 
sort of western self-reliance. It has been dis- 
covered since the war that cotton grows all 
the better in the high lands of the south, 
where it was not previously supposed to be 
cultivatable, particularly since its treated with 
phosphates and guano. The upper parts of 
Georgia and Carolina now grow better cotton | 
than the southern purts.”’ GaTH. 
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An Interview With Mr. Fred Welffe, of the Erlanger 
jSystem. 
Cincinnati Enquirer. 
Mr. Fred Wollife, financial manager of the 
Erlanger system, with his private secretary, 
Mr. Cohn, was in the city yesterday, on lis 
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facts relative to the proposed 
Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas t acific 
railroad with the Baltimore and Ohio, an ex- 
tended mention of which has been made in 
the columns of the Enquirer. 

“It was the intention,” said Mr.. Wolffe, 
“for the Garretts to get control of the Central, 
of New Jersey, and form an alliance with the 
Philadelphia and Reading, and a connection 
to be made from Harrisburg, the western ter- 
minus of the Reading to Martinsburg, on the 
line of the Baltimore and Ohio. The road to 
form the connection was to be the Cumber- 
land Valley, thus. perfecting a through and 
short route by the Baltimore and Ohio to New 
York.” a 

“Was it not the understanding that an aili- 
ance was to be made between your lines and 
the Baltimore and Ohio, thus creating 4 
through line from New York to New 
Orleans?” 

“If the Jersey Central caa be secured by 
the Garretts, that will be done, but it looks 
now as though Mr. Garrett will be de- 
feated ?”’ 

“Then, in the event that is not secured the 
alliance will not be formed?” 

‘We are not desirous of hurrying into law- 
suits, and it seems that long legislation will 
follow, no matter who gets the road. There 
could be no better route created for the Balti- 
more and Ohio in becoming a short line east 
than by the Reading and Jersey Central 
and to form an alliance with them while 
having a short route, :t would then be the 
alliance of our route with the Baltimore and 
Ohio mgkes the only independent line from 
New York to New Orleans. It may be done 
yet, but it will all depend upon the success of 
Messrs. Gould and Gowen, who are the chief 
warriors in the interest of the Baltimore 
and Ohio and the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing. 

Mr. Wolffe spoke encouragingly upon the 
subject of railroads in the south and the fu- 
ture of that country in railroad enterprise, as 
well as many other industries, giving as his 
opinion that the next fifteen years would find 
the south as far advanced in all matters of 
industry as are now found in the north. Mr. 
Wolffe was interrogated relative to the rumor 
that was in circulation to the effect that if 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Duyton road 
was not embraced in the consolidated system 
of. the Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati and 
Indianapolis road that the Erlanger syn- 
dicate would lease and operate the road, pro- 
viding terms could be agreed upon. ‘I am of 
the impression,”’ said Mr. Wolffe, ‘that the 
road can be made to pay handsome dividends, 
but I do not think we will become bidders for 
it should the consolidation not be conformed. 
We are now heavily engaged in constructing 
roads in the south, ane would prefer getting 
our lines all in thorough operation before 
weaving more roads into our system.”’ 

Mr. Wolffe will soon remove his family 
from his present home in Meridian, Miss., to 
New York, which will hereafter be his per- 
manent residence. 

He will during the month of May make a 
trip to Europe, remaining absent about four 
months. He leaves this morning for Wash- 
ington, Baltimore and New York. 

The Chattanooga and Rome Road. 
Chattanooga Times. 

The contract for the construction of the 
Chattanoosa and Rome railroad, otherwise 
known asthe Lookout Mountain railway, has 
been signed and has been forwarded north 
for registration and will be returned to this 
city ina few days, The contracting parties 
are James Campbell and associates, well- 
known contractors of New York, Boston and 
Detroit. They agree to accept bonds of the 
road in payment of their contract and bind 
themselves to expend $50,000 on the road 
within a specified time, and to finish the en- 
tire road one year after the commencement 
of work. We sawa letter yesterday from Mr. 
Campbell, in which he stated that he would 
commence work with all possible haste, and 
push it forward as rapidly as possible. 

The importance of this road has been fre- 
quently set forth in these columns,and it is not 
now necessary to again enter into the details. 
It seems that the parties are really in earnest 
in the matter at present, and that the long 
sought and much needed road willin fact be 
built.

“None. He stops, as you see, but a short 
time. However, 1 shall go to the depot and, 
with some of the councilmen, extend him a 
welcome to the city.”’ 
At2o’clock the West Point train rolled 
into the carshed, and a dense crowd was 
there to greet it. After the trajn came to a 
halt, Mayor English and camenel caamahiees of 
the city council pressed up to the coach, but 
before they could mount the plattorm the 
hero of 1880 emerged from thecar. Beside 
him was Mr. David Mayer, of this city, 
who, with hat in hand, intro- 
duced the distinguished guest to the 
crowd. In his introduction Mr. Mayer was 
brief, but as in all else, pointed. He said: 

“Gentiemen of Atlanta: Permit we to in- 
troduce to you General Winfield Scott Han- 
cock, an honored member of this glorious re- 
public.”’ ; 

General Hancock took off his hat and bowed 
to the crowd, while the crowd gave three 
deafening cheers for their guest. 

Mayor English then welcomed General 
Hancock to the city. He said: *‘As mayor of 
this city, extend to you a most cordial wel- 
come, and regret that your stay is to be so 
brief. I assure you there is no citizen of the 
umion, who is more respected or beloved in 
Atlanta than yourself.”’ 

General Hancock replied to this brief wel- 
come, by saying that he regretted pressing 
business prevented his remaining at least a 
few hours.

‘Competing Lines not all Within the Ju- 
risdiction of the Commission.—When, how- 
ever, from any point in this state there are 
competing lines, one or more not subject to 
the jurisdiction of the commission, then the 
line or lines which are so subject, and are 
working at the lowest rates: under the rules, 
may, at such competing point, or other point 
injuriously affected by such competition, 
make rates below the standard tariff, to meet 
such competition, without making a corres- 
ponding reduction along the line of road, 

“7. For distances under 20 or over 250 
miles, a reduction of rates may be made with- 
out making a change at all stations short of 
250 miles; provided, however, that when any 
railroad shall make a reduction of rates for 
distances over 250 miles, the same shall apply 
to similar distances on all the roads controll- 
ed by the same company, andin no such case 
shall more be charged for a less than a greater 
distance. 

‘Rule 6 enforced, accomplishes the object 
of the law as near asit can be practicably 
done, while rule 7 aliows a free reduction of 
freight rates under twenty (20) miles, thereby 
affording protection to raliroads in competi- 
tion on short hauls with wagons. Same rule 
. allows a restricted reduction on hauls over 
‘two hundred and fifty (250) miles. 

“On page 111 you will find our rules gov- 
erning passenger service. On pages 112 and 
115 you have the standard freight tariff show- 
ing rates and graduation of rates as to dis- 
itance. On pages 114 and 116, inclusive, you 
‘will find changes adapting standard rates to 

the various roads not governed by the exact 
‘rates fixed by the standard, and also other 
‘valuable regulations. 
“The commission has ever kept in view the 
laudable object of bringing the railroads and 
i the people to a full recognition of each other’s 
rights, legaland equitable. It is conceded 
that we have accomplished much in this di- 
rection; in fact, so etlicient has been the effort 
that Ido not know of a single suitin the 
| Georgia against any railroad for 
dereliction in duty asa common carrier. It 
is true that 
railroads for personal injury or destruction 
‘of life, and damages iar beyond 
eyen extravagant compensation are freely 
‘awarded by juries whose prejudices control 
their judgment; and the questten with them 
generally is, not how much will we award, 
but how far dare we go. 
ment, is not only unjust, but a criminal 
wrong done the railroads, and while the state 
very properly regulates rates for passengers 
and ireights, as a protection to the people, 
some legislation, judicious and conservative, 
should be had to protect the railroads from 
the system of exorbitant damages for personal 
injury now so prevalent all over the country. 

“One other question agitating the minds of 

' thinking men is, as to the best method of reg- 
lating the transportation interests. Some 
ditference of Opinion was manifested at our 
‘recent convention of commissioners. This 
‘subject occupies no doubtful place in my 
‘mind. Legisiation that does not divest cor- 
porations on the one hand, and the people on 
the other, of arbitrarily making rates, will 
‘not only be oppressive, but mischievous. 
'Oppressive to the people if left tothe corpora- 
tions; mischievous to the railroads if in the 
| hands of the people. The railroads need a 
| power over thein that will curtail their grow- 
ling extravagance, thereby lessening their 
| current expenses for the benefit of the stock- 
| holder; and the people need a power suffi- 
‘cient to control these corporations and protect 
| themselves from excessive rates growing out 
; of loose and expensive management... A tri- 
‘bunal honest, capable and fearless, with 
power to control the monopoly and the 
; masses, is the only certain remedy in my 
judgment.
